Of a^Clinton School Teacher Saved 
Her From'Iroqnois Fire. 


Miss Fdith Mosher, for some y ears a 
teacher in the Clinton High school, 
was a t the Iroquois fire in comp any 
w ith a cousin, and escap ed from the 
balcony , through the fire escap e on 
that.'Hoor. 
M iss Mosher tells her story as fol­ 
lows in theiClinton Herald: 
She was 
sitting a t the left side of the first 
balcony ,-about six rows from the front 
and toward the north or alley side of 
the the a tre. 
T he ladles noticed the 
tire on the stage, but had so much 
confidence In the theatre as a safe 
p lay house, tha t they gave heed to 
the advice ¡of the ushers and actors 
and remained In their seats. 
They 
remained^in their p laces until up on 
look ing around they saw tha t all t.he 
seats to the rear of them were em p ty , 
w ith the chair.seats down; so they 
p roceeded to climb over the hack s of 
the chairs, considering it a fortunate 
occurence tha t they were not in the 
aisles when the crush p revailed. 
Miss Mosher declares tha t the exit 
doors ¡were closed and tha t just as 
they I reached the hack of the balcony 
some one had succeeded in break ing 
op en the entrance to the lire escap e 
a t t ha t p oint. 
She remembers hav 
ing the feeling tha t she did not have 
any idea of where this exit was to 
lead her, and when she reached the 
¡ire escap e, had no k nowledge as to 
its nature, hut believed it 
to be a 
adder. T he rails were high above her 
waist,Sand she k ep t close to them 
though p ushed forcibly from the rear. 
C ontinuing along the p latform she 
saw a woman near her p oi.se herself 
on the rail land leap to the ground, 
and afterw ards saw the same woman 
unconscious from the 
injuries sus­ 
tained from the ump ing.
